DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because "is" in line 4, and "is" in line 7, 
should be changed to -are--. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the first cutting portion" in lines 7-8. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sabel et al 
(2,216,629), hereafter Sabel. Sabel discloses a method of cutting a sheet of paper wherein the 
sheet is fed through slitters, feeding is stopped, the sheet is cut transversely, the sheet is further 
fed through slitters, stopped again, and cut transversely again. This method is described in 
column 3, lines 8-28, and column 4, lines 24-53. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sabel in view 

of Cameron et al (1,567,706), hereafter Cameron. Sabel discloses everything as noted above, but 

does not disclose a curved state. However, Cameron teaches curved state as shown in figure 1, 

between elements 1 and 2. It would have been obvious to provide a curved state in Sabel as 

taught by Cameron in order to keep the slit sections of the paper sheet without distorting the 

sections out of parallelism. See column 2, lines 88-100. Although Sabel discloses two 

overlapping circular shears to slit the paper sheet into sections, Cameron teaches the use of an 

anvil roller 1 and slitters 2 with the recording medium in a curved state. Also note that the 

recording medium has an angle of 90 degrees in figure 1 of Cameron.
